A movement has been taken up, however,
looking to the preservation of a property
in this section of tho state comprising ten
thousand aeres, still largely covered with
virgin forests, such as gave Pennsylvanin
during the lntter half of the poast eentury
the distinction of being the greatost lnmber
state in the Union.

The property referted to belongs to the
Cook estate, It s not many miles from
DuBois und is lying partly in each of three
counties: Foredt, Clarion and Jefferson,
The timbered portion shows the fnest for-
ost perhaps to be found in all the East.
Among the present owners of the estate is
AL W, Cook, some yoars ago, when Forest
county was it (s congressionnl district, a
coundidate for the Republican nomination
for congress against a DuBois man, the late
Hon. W, C. Arnold.  The licirs have been
extremely reludtant about sssuming the
destruction  of the forest.  They have
wanted to see it preserved perpetually, but
under the laws of the state the taxation is
very hoavy, and the cost of protecting it is
something to be considered where nothing
in derivéd from it exeept the sitisfaction
and ploasure of sparing n noble forest which
is almost the only remaining example of
what the territory in Pennsylvanin was be-
fore the white man's civilization was ex-
tended from the Delaware to the Ohio and
Lake Erie. The Clarion river flows through
it and the hills and valleys are sylvan
seenes thit are unmitehed east of the great
plains beyoud the Misslssippi,

A number of DuBois people have visited
the estate, on which the villuge of Cooks-
biorg wis loeated, and it was throngh these
visits that the matter of nteresting the
state in tuking it for a publie park for all
time came up.

One of the helrs expressed to M. 1. Me-
Croight on one of these oveasions thelr re-
luetanee about stripping tho tract of the
timber, and Mr. MeCrelght suggested that
e would assist in getting a proposition be
fore the proper puthorities for the state to
tuke it over, and it was brought to the no-
tice of Governor Stuart and the State For-
estry Connuission,  Mr, MeCrelght took it
up very carestly also with the Hon, 8. B,
Elliott, of Reynoldsville, w member of the
commission and well advised on the con-
dition of nsturul resources of the wetern
part of the state, The result so far has
beets that the governor instructed Mr, El-
liott to examine the property fully and
mako o report that wouold sorve as n basis
for urging legistution authorizing and pro-
viding for its purchase and malntenance.

Ofl, conl and putural gas abound all
around the Cook lands. They are in the
vory midst of producing districts, and were
at the very heart of the great forests of pine
and hemlock covering the Alleghenies in
Pennsylvanin,  Noneof the resoarces have
biten parted with, All underground rights
wre still intact, and the timber alobe gives
it large value as a commercinl proposition,
But the idea in urging the state to take it is
to preserve it from private speculstion snd
conserve it for the people of today and gen-
erations to eome,
